ing $60,000 for the best steam canal bouts 
bas been signed, aud Hie respective parties 
who are to receive the money are bending all 
their energies to perfect their steam ers.

The farmers’ party of the west is going to 
sink right away upon its launch. 
Two promi­ 
nent and influential papers at lea-l which be­ 
friended the movement last year are down on 
it now—ihe Chicago Tribune and Times. 
We 
rather gues3 that the word reform on the lips 
of the agricultural anti-monopolists means re­ 
pudiation,and the country at large is not fond 
of that way of sayiug deflnilious. 
They seem 
tinctured with the Pendleton heresy of 1868, 
payment of the 5-20 bonds in greenbacks, and 
thiB it is plain enough is the same as prepar­ 
ing the road for the repudiation of the green­ 
backs themselves. 
The only reform now is 
houesty. 


The select committee on District of Colum­ 
bia atlairs could hardly have handled the sub­ 
ject more gingerly if they had all been broth­ 
ers-in-law of the Board of Public Works. The 
committee condemn the Board but with a 
countenance more in sorrow than in anger; 
the swindle upon the District having been 
concocted in the strongest Saxon while the 
rebuke of it is made up of mild Latin deriva­ 
tives. 
The Board will probably be rusticated 
for the summer iu some pleasant retreat, but 
will hardly come to serious grief.

The newspapers are entitled to the credit of 
bringing about the abolition of the Franking 
abuse, but it now seems that a scheme of ven­ 
geance against them has been hatched out in 
the Senate and tailed on to the Post-Office Ap­ 
propriation bill. 
This is nothing less than a 
proposition to compel 500 individuals and 
companies to pay increased postage on news­ 
papers and periodicals to the gentle melody 
of nearly $3,000,000 in all between now and 
the first of January next. We do not complain 
for our part of the law requiring the pre-pay­ 
ment of postage, but object to being made to 
contribute towards the restoration of the 
Fraukiug privilege by the imposition upon us 
of a tax double the one specified in the esti­ 
mates of the Postmaster-General.

Mr. THURMAN moved to amend so as to 
provide that the Congressional Record should 
go through the mails free.

ol Thurman was modified so as to allow the 
Congressional Record or any part thereof to 
go free upon being stamped with the word3 
“ Congressional Record ” upon the wrapper 
Agreed to—yeas 28, nays 27. 
Tlie question recurring on the amendment

Mr. WILSON of Indiana, Chairman of the 
Committee of Investigation of the Atlairs of 
the District of Columbia, called up the bill re­ 
ported from the joint committee yesterday for 
the government of the District of Colombia. 
Pending consideration of the bill Mr. PO­ 
LAND moved to lake up and pass the Senate 
• Dll prohibiting the publication of tlie revised 
statutes in newspapers at the expense of the 
United Stales. 
Agreed to. 
Mr. BECK intimated that lie wished to offer 
an amendment to reduce the rate of taxation 
from 3 to 2 per cent, iu the city of Washington 
and from 2¿ to 2 in Georgetown aud the Dis­ 
trict generally. 
The rates proposed, he said, 
would amount to eoulscation in many cases. 
Mr. WILSON proceeded with a review of 
the whole subject and in advocacy of the bill. 
There was no difference of opinion, he said, 
in select committee as to the necessity of a 
change in the management of affair* in the 
District. 
Evidence showed that the District 
was utterly bankrupt, many of tlie employees 
of the District government having been with­ 
out their pay since November last. 
Mr. NIBLACK asked whether the commit­ 
tee had recommended any censure or punish­ 
ment of those who had been guilty of negli­ 
gence or of fraud in connection with the Dis­ 
trict govern incut.

S t c a u i o n t h e E r i e C a n a l . 
The important and somewhat puzzling prob­ 
lem of canal navigation is in a fair way of sol­ 
ution. 
For years the subject has command­ 
ed attention. 
The growing magnitude of 
transportation has given interest to the mat­ 
ter beyond the boundaries of the state. Horse 
power wa* all well enough i j its day. 
But 
the lime has come for a quicker and better 
motor upon our canals—especially upon that 
great channel ol water communioation which 
connects the lakes with the ocean. In offering 
a prize for the best steam canal bo at, the Leg­ 
islature but gave expression to a wish which 
loug since found lodgment with the people. 
This season seems destined to witness a 
complete and satisfactory solution of the whole 
question of canal navigation. 
The bill award­ 
ing $50,000 for the best steam canal boats 
lias been signed, and the respective parties 
who are to receive the money are bending all 
their energies to perfect their steamers. 
Tlie 
Baxter Company are having live boat* con­ 
structed at Rondout and two at Frankfort, 
Herkimer county. 
They expect to have ten 
finished and iu operation upon the cgnul be­ 
fore the elose of navigation. 
They will have 
a capacity of from 200 to 225 tons. 
All the 
latest improvements, the best and most eco­ 
nomical machinery will be put into them, and 
it is estimated they will make the trip iu from 
six to seven days, instead of the thirteen to six­ 
teen required by tho horae-boats. 
As a result 
of this increase in speed the freight charges 
for grain, from Baílalo to New York, will 
be from one-half to a cent lets per bushel than 
under the pre3eut ruling of freight*. 
This is 
an important advance upen the old method*. 
Aud if this can be done with a few boat», it is 
fair that when a much larger number are 
placed upon tho canal, and a correspondí* 
number of horse-boats withdrawn, thereby re­ 
moving to that extent serious obstructions to 
the speed of the steam canal boats, a still fur 
ther reductiou will be made in freights. It looks 
as though cheap rate* may be secured in this 
way, and we liave no doubt th*y will be. 
The experiments thus far made the present 
season are most gratifying. 
The William 
Newman has recently made the voyage from 
Buffalo to New York in seven and a half days, 
although It lost two full days iu waiting for 
tlie horse-boata that were in its way. 
It is 
said a little perverseness has been shown by 
that class of boats. 
It is regarded by some of 
them as an infringement upon their vested 
rights. The steam canalers slip past the slow, 
plodding animal-power boats,much to the dis­ 
gust of the owner* of the latter. 
But when a 
new idea conies to the front, it canuot be 
frightened back by any such opposition. 
The 
old-fashion stage coach had to give place to 
to the locomotive, but that did not decrease 
the value of horse flesh nor throw the stage 
drivers out of employment. 
Aud it will 
be so now. 
The more enterprising of 
those who are at present running horse canal 
boats will adopt the new improvement and 
put 011 steam. 
The poor horses thal have 
been worked to death by the slow, steady, dull 
tramp upon the tow-path will be fattened up 
and given other occupation, if the time should 
come when they will be generally withdrawn 
from the canals. 
The Baxter Company has two steamers in 
commission at this time, that have made the 
round trip from New York to Búllalo in less 
lhau two weeks, counting iu the time required 
for loading and unloading at both places. The 
Baxter made the round voyage in thirtoen 
days and sixteen hours. Tlie Ntyv York made 
the same run iu thirteen days aud fourteen 
hours. 
The City of Buffalo, the third boat 
of this line, is now taking in its machinery 
and will soon be steaming for Buffalo with 
a full load of freight. 
Within a short time 
those being built at Rondout and Frankfort 
will be equipped and put into commission 
Before the ice obstruct* navigation quite a 
large fleet of steamers will be seen upon the 
Erie, and their tests and experiments are ex­ 
pected to so thoroughly solve the problem of 
canal navigation as to leave nothing to bo 
done iu the future except to build the steam ­ 
ers and put them into service.—AIbany Jour- 
nal.

[Every law, unless a different tim e shall lie pre­ 
scribed therein, shall com mence and take effect 
throughout the State, on and not before the tw en­ 
tieth day after the day of its final passage, as cer- 
titled by the Secretary of State. Sec. 12, title 4 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
CHAP. 470. 
AN ACT to amend soctlon nine, title three, chap­ 
ter six, part two of the Revised Statutes. 
P assed May 18, 1874 ; three-fifths bem g present. 
The People o f the /State of Sew York, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
Section b isectio n nine, title third, chapter six- 
part two ol the Revised statu tes is hereby am end­ 
ed so as to read as follows : 
5 9. W here a man having a family shall die, 
leaving a widow or a miuor child or children the 
following articles shall not be deemed assets, but 
shall be included and stated in the inventory of 
the estate, w ithout beiug appraised : 
1. All spinning-wheels, weaving-looms, one knit­ 
ting-machine, one sewing machine, and stoves put 
up or kept for use by his family. 
2. The family Bible, family pictures, aud school- 
books used by or in the family of such deceased 
person, and hoaks not exceeding in value fifty 
dollars, which were kept and used a3 part of the 
family library before the decease of such person 
3. All sheep to the num ber of ten, with their 
fleeces, aud the yam and cloth m anufactured from 
the same, one cow, two swine and the pork of 
such swine, and necessary food for such swine 
sheep or cow for sixty days, and all necessary pro-’ 
visions and fuel for su ch w ilo w or child or chil­ 
dren for sixty days, after the death of such de­ 
ceased person. 
4. All necessary wearing apparel, beds, bedsteads 
and beddiug, necessary cooking utensils, the cloth­ 
ing of the family, the clothes of the widow and feer 
ornam ents proper for her station ; one table, six 
chairs, twelve knives and forks, twelve plates 
twelve tea-cups aud saucers, one sugar dish, one 
milk pot, one tea-pot and twelve spoons, aud also 
other household lurnlture which shall not exceed 
one hundred aud llfty dollars Iu value. 
} 2. This act shall take effect im mediately.

Cross-Examined—Am a married man, and 
am in Hie habit of frequenting the saloon of 
Lawless; have played cards there; been in 
the balut of frequenting Taylor's saloon also. 
J esse BOOKSTAVER sworn—I am an attor­ 
ney at law; know Lawless; had had conversa­ 
tion with complainant latter part of April or 
May last; some boy or girl asked roe to corno 
down to Taylor's; I went down aud found 
Mrs. Taylor, Mrs. Deker and Thomas Lawless; 
they said Mrs. Deker wanted to make att affi­ 
davit that ll was not Michael Lawless; I found 
her answers very Indistinct, a mixture of Ger­ 
man and English; she said, as I understood, 
that it was not Michael Lawless, but one En­ 
nist and Yundemark. 
Cross-Examined I did not prepare an affi­ 
davit ; I could not understand all she said; I 
acted as counsel in one of the cases of Law­ 
less; have done business for Lawless a num­ 
ber of years. 
(Here a short recess was taken 
because one of the Associate Justices bad t 
go down and attend to tho Opera House case, 
after wliicli lite examination was coutinued.) 
We were right over Hie bar; in the parlor, I 
should think; don't know as she bad been 
drinking; I did not draw the affidavit; thought 
under the circumstances it was belter liot to; 
did not clearly understand lier. 
T homas L aw less sw orn—The night I let 
Lawless have tho team was Hie last Sunday 
night iii August; the reason I know is that I 
paid complainant for hay tho.week before; I 
have tho receipt; I paid her at Taylor's be­ 
cause Taylor could talk German to her. 
(The receipt is for $15 iu full for hay). I know 
Hie next Sunday night is the oac on which the 
reported robbery took place; I went to New 
York Monday morning. 
Cross-Keamined—TUe receipt was drawn 
by John faylor’s daughter; it is from 3J to 4 
miles from my plum to Mrs. Deker’s. 
J ohn Taylor sworn—Ani married to sister 
of Michael Lawless; know Doretha Deker; she 
was at my place; site said Mike was indicted 
at court; I asked what for, and she said tho 
night before Fetor Mendel burgher said aha 
must come to court; lie said she must go; 
next day Hie Constable came aud said site 
must go to Kingston; site said she didn’t 
swear; said she would get inouey after Mike 
bad gone to stalo prison; Hie big guns of 
Saugerties were to pay it to lier; she said 
Mite did not do it; it was Eimist au l Vaiule- 
murk; Doretha Deker is a relation of mine. 
fro**-Examined—She mentioned as tho big 
bugs Russell, Frcllgh, Dawes and 
several 
Others; think she mentioned Bulzel; I was a 
witness in the case tried last week; lioforo 
Mrs. Deker came I heard Mike had been in­ 
dicted; I never paid Mr. Bookstavur a sent iii 
my life; my girl drew the receipt for the hay; 
I have never seen the receipt; Peter Ilender- 
berghor was born iu this country, so he 
couldn't be much relation to me. 
Tim defence here rested. 
H ie prosecution called Iii rebuttal for first 
witness J ohn Simon—I knew Thomas H ouris; 
I was timekeeper on dock; iu Ilona business; 
lie worked for me; I have the liook containing 
Ids Hum in August and September; marked 
down time every day, commencing with Hie 
25th of August; lie did not work on the follow­ 
ing duys: 23th aud 30tli of August, 1st Sep- 
teuiber, on loth half day, ldth, 13th; after 
the till of October he worked steadily. 
J acob GINTNER sworn—I know Mary Eckert 
very well; had conversation with her; she 
was talking shout Mike’s trial; she said she 
had to go down to Kingston to swear Mike 
clear; that Mrs. Deker came to her house aud 
told something site would reveal aud get Mike 
clear. 
Benjamin FRELIGH sworn—I have never 
paid or agreed to pay any money to Doretha 
Deker or any oilier person to testify iii this 
case against Michael Lawless; I am cashier 
of First National Bank of Saugerties; William 
F. Russell is not counected with that hank. 
(It was proved by another witness that Mike 
L aw ler and another man intoxicated had 
been seen lo cross the bridge going south 
about 7 o’clock Hie Sunday night). 
Thomas 
Lawless, Mrs. Taylor and Mrs. Eckert came 
to my place to see Mrs. Deker; they saw Mrs. 
licker, and I was near at tho time; conver­ 
sation was in Germ an; they were there 15 or 
20 minutes. 
The oiler was made to prove that no money 
bud been giveu by Hie three i>ersoiis named 
to Doretha Deker for her to testify against Hie 
prisoner, but was not allowed.

are mills erected which give a pleasing variety 
to the whole scenery.

courage to climb to the bottom of Hie falls 
will be well compensated for their trouble by 
a wild and picturesque view.

THE LAWLESS CASE CONTINUED. 
On Wednesday morning the case of The 
People vs. Lawless was coutiuued. 
The ex­ 
amination of Mrs. Eliza Sherman was contin­ 
ued, eliciting nothing more than has been 
stated. 
A n n ie K enny sworn—Kuow Michael Law­ 
less and know Doretha Deker; had conversa­ 
tion with her two weeks after she was hurt; 
she described the men and said they were 
Jem Ennist and Bill Vandemark; said they 
had been there before. 
Cross-Examined—I am a married woman; 
my husband is James Kenny; I live in Sau- 
gerties; my husband was sworn la9t week in 
favor of Lawless; be was a frequenter of the 
place of Lawless. 
M ary J an e M o w le sworn—I reside in 
Gla9co; do not kuow Lawless; know Doretha 
Deker; she came to my house a quarter to 
one o’clock; was badly bruised, and the prints 
of a mau’s fingers were on her throat; she 
told me one was a short man, .and the other 
was a tall mau; didn’t say who it was. 
J ohn B right sworn—Know Lawless, but, 
do not know Doretha Deker very well; saw 
her when I was down m a k in g hay for Law­ 
less; had a conversation on the road; a3ked 
her if she had found out yet who pounded her, 
a n d she said Ennist and Vandemark. 
Cross-Examined—Am a married man, and 
am in the habit of frequenting the saloon of 
Lawless; have played cards there; been in 
the habit of frequenting Taylor’s saloon also. 
J e s s e B o o k sta v e r sworn—I am an attor­ 
ney at law; know Lawless; had had conversa­ 
tion with complainant latter part of April or 
May last; some boy or girl asked me to eomo 
down to Taylor’s; I went down and found 
Mrs. Taylor, Mrs. Deker andThoma3 Lawless; 
they said Mrs. Deker wauted to make an affi­ 
davit that it was not Michael Lawless; I found 
her answers very Indistinct, a mixture of Ger­ 
man and English; she said, as I understood, 
that it was not Michael Lawless, but one En- 
nist and Vandemark. 
Cross-Examined—I did not prepare an affi­ 
davit; I could not understand all she said; I 
acted as counsel in one of the cases of Law­ 
less; have done business for Lawless a num­ 
ber of years. 
(Here a short recess was taken 
because one of the Associate Justices had t 
go down and attend to the Opera House case, 
after which the examination was continued.) 
We were right over the bar; in the parlor, I 
should think; don’t know as she had been 
drinking; I did not draw the affidavit; thought 
under the circumstances it was better not to; 
did not clearly understand her. 
T homas Law less sworn—The night I let 
Lawless have the team was the last Sunday 
night in August; the reason 1 know is that I 
paid complainant for hay the.week before; I 
have the receipt; I paid her at Taylor’s be­ 
cause Taylor could talk German to her. 
(The receipt is for $15 in full for hay). I know 
the next Sunday night is the oho on which the 
reported robbery look place; I went to New 
York Monday morning. 
Cross-Examined—The receipt was drawn 
by John Taylor’s daughter; it is from 3?, to 4 
miles from my plaee to Mrs. Deker’s. 
J oh n T a y lo r sworn—A m married to sister 
of Michael Lawless; know Doretha Deker; she 
was at my place; she said Mike was indicted 
at court; I asked what for, and she said tho 
night before Peter lleuderberglier said she 
mu*t come to court; he said she must go; 
next day the Constable came and said she 
must go to Kingston; she said she didn’t 
swear; said she would get mouey after Mike 
had gone to stato prison; the big guns of 
Saugerties were to pay it to her; she said 
Mike did not do it; It was Ennist and Vaude- 
m ark; Doretha Deker is a relation of niiue. 
Cross-Examined—She mentioned as the bi 
bugs Russell, Freligh, Dawes and 
several 
others; think she mentioned Butzel; I was 
witness in the case tried last week; before 
Mrs. Deker came 1 heard Mike had been in­ 
dicted; I never paid Mr. Bookstavor a cent in 
my life; my girl drew the receipt for the bay; 
I have never seen the receipt; Peter Hender 
berglior was born in this country, so he 
couldn’t be much relation to me. 
The defence here rested. 
The prosecution called in rebuttal for first 
witness J ohn S im on— I know Thomas Itourke; 
I was timekeeper oil dock; in stoue business; 
lie worked for me; I have the book containing 
his time in August and September; marked 
down time every day, comm-mcing with the 
25th of August; lie did not work on the follow­ 
ing days: 29th and 30th of August, 1st Sep­ 
tember, on 10th half day, 18th, 19th; after 
the 4th of October he worked steadily*. 
J acob G in t n e r sworn—I know Mary Eckert 
very well; had conversation with her; Blie 
was talking about Mike’s trial; she said she 
had to go down to Kingston to swear Mike 
clear; that Mrs. Deker came to her house aud 
told something she would reveal and get Mike 
clear. 
B en ja m in F r e i.ig h sworn—I have never 
paid or agreed to pay any money to Doretha 
Deker or any other person to testify in this 
case against Michael Lawless; I am cashier 
of First National Bank of Saugerties; William 
F. Russell is not connected with that bank. 
(It was proved by another witness that Mike 
Lawless and another man intoxicated had 
been seen to cross the bridge going south 
about 7 o’clock the Sunday night). 
Thomas 
Lawless, Mrs. Taylor and Mrs. Eckert came 
to my place to see Mrs. Deker; they saw Mrs. 
Deker, and I was near at the time; conver­ 
sation was in Germ an; they were there 15 or 
20 minutes. 
The otter was made to prove that no money 
had been giveu by the three persons named 
to Doretha Deker for her to testify against the 
prisoner, but was not allowed. 
M r s. B r in k, recalled—I saw Doretha Deker 
the next morniug. 
The ofler was made to 
show by the witness that Mrs. Deker immedi­ 
ately after the robbery stated it was Lawless 
who committed the crime, but the evidence 
was not allowed. 
The ofler was made with 
several other witnesses. 
Not allowed. 
Counsel for prosecution asked that Doretha 
Deker be brought on the stand with Mrs 
Sherman, to test Mrs. Sherman’s knowledge 
of the German language, and also whether 
Mrs. Sherman is capable of understanding 
Mrs. Deker. 
This was not allowed. 
M yer B rin k sworn—Have conversed with 
Mrs. Deker aud could not understand her; I 
eau speak low Dutch; all I could understand 
was that it was two men; because I under­ 
stand low Dutch I understand those words; 
have often heard her talk*, but couldn’t under­ 
stand her; might as well been two geese talk­ 
ing. 
The Court here adjourned until after dinner.

Marlborough at present is quite a resort 
for summer boarders. 
Few places along Hie 
Hudson are more admired. 
It is beautifully 
feltuated on the we3t bank of the river, about 
seventy miles from New York. The surround­ 
ing scenery is highly picturesque, and no per­ 
son of taste can fail to be delighted with its 
beauties. 
A small stream called “ Old Man> 
Kill ” flows through the village. 
The water 
dashes onward, fretting and foaming, until it 
reaches the centre of the village, then goes 
down, down over ledge after ledge of rocks 
until it reaches the last, which it leaps with a 
maddeuing plunge, then passes on througli a 
rocky gorge to the river. 
Along the streams 
are mills erected which give a pleasing variety 
to the whole Bcenery. 
Visitors who have the 
courage to climb to the bottom of the falls 
will be well compensated for their trouble by 
a wild and picturesque view. 
The village 
contains four churches, viz.. Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Episcopal 
and 
Catholic; 
two 
hotels, one 
glue 
factory, 
two 
wagon 
and 
blacksmith 
shops, 
one 
bakery, 
three oyster jin d ice 
cream 
saloons, 
a 
half dozen stores, and about eight hundred in­ 
habitants. 
It has increased rapidly during 
the last few years, and ¡3 still increasing. 
There are several houses here built before the 
Revolution. 
One, about a half mile north of 
the village, is at present owned by M. S. Hai- 
ris. 
It was a target for the British compris­ 
ing Vaughan’s expedition up tho Hudson in 
1777. 
The Exchange Hotel, at present owned 
by S. II. Kniffen, ha3 been rebuilt, but four 
rooms remaining the sa me as they were be­ 
fore the Revolution. 
Among those who spend 
the summer months in Marlborough are Thom­ 
as Buckley and family, of the firm of Buckley, 
Welling Sc Co., Broadway, N. Y., and Mrs. G. 
W. Ivlnsdall, a well known and popular writer. 
She owns a residence and lias with one excep­ 
tion spent the summer here for the last eight 
years. Gentlemen from New I'ork and Brook­ 
lyn have purchased land and intend erecting 
residences upon it. 
If pleasure seekers, or 
those who have an eye to tho beauties of na­ 
ture would visit Marlborough, I am confident 
they would think they were well paid for their 
trouble. 
It is a pleasant drive of about eight 
miles from the city of Newburgh, and connects 
with tho Mary Powell and Hudson River Rail­ 
road by a steam ferry. The steamers James W. 
Baldwiu and Cornell land here to and from 
New York, every evening, and the Martin 
and Eagle daily from Newburgh to Albany.
